My name is Peter Bochove and | am the co- 
owner of Spa Excess, a bathhouse in Toronto, 
Ontario. | was also the President of The 
Richmond Street Health Emporium in 1981, 
another bathhouse here which was one of four 
raided by police and destroyed. | would like to 
express my sympathy for all those arrested in 
the December 12 raid on Goliath’s. | had 
thought | would never see this kind of 
Gestapo-like action again and | am appalled 
that this should happen in Canada after all 
these years. The police in Calgary have set the 
calendar back a quarter century. 


For the Calgary gay community, there is a lot 
to be done. The Bawdy House laws that have 
been used to execute this atrocity have not 
been amended since 1906. They are federal 
laws and the federal government has to answer 
for them.There are two sections to these laws, 
the first deals with prostitution and is not 
generally used in bathhouse cases; the second 
classifies a Bawdy House as a place where 
people go regularly to commit “Acts of 
Indecency”. Said acts are not defined—that’s 
the section they use to prosecute bathhouses. 


The bath raids of ‘81, here in Toronto, 
sparked the greatest social change in our 


community’s history and forever changed the 
relationship between the City, the Province of 
Ontario and the police. For the better. Our 


Pride Day party—now enjoyed by a million 
people—has its roots in these bathhouse raids. 
That didn’t happen on its own: there was such 


a strong reaction in our community that we 


were able to sway public opinion in our favour. 


We let our politicians at every level of govern- 
ment know of our outrage. There were three 
major riots in our streets. Our bathhouses are 
open, they are thriving and they are a 
respected part of our entire community, not 


just our gay community. 


You, as individual members of your beautiful 


city’s gay community, must not allow even one 
of your freedoms to be eroded by the ignorant 
raid your 
bathhouse. If you allow it, the balance of your 
freedoms will be gobbled up as well. You must

As a member of Calgary’s gay community, | 
am outraged at the police raid on Goliath’s 
Saunatel and Texas Lounge on December 
12/02. This kind of police activity sparked the 
Stonewall Riots in New York almost forty years 
ago—one wonders what our local (and 
national) reaction will be to this kind of harass- 
ment by the police! 


How much different is Goliath’s than any 
hotel in which people rent rooms? Surely 
there is a Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
issue here because what goes on behind the 
closed doors of the rented hotel room is 
nobody's business but the renters of the room. 
Where consenting adults are concerned, what 
goes on behind the closed doors of that rented 
room, in a hotel or Goliath’s Saunatel, is private 
and not the business of the police or anyone 
else. 


Goliath’s provides patrons with towels and 
condoms—so what? A hotel such as the Hyatt 
provides their patrons with towels. Perhaps the 
Hyatt should also provide condoms as a public 
health courtesy to reduce the spread of 
sexually transmitted diseases in the sexually 
active public! 


To be deemed a bawdy house, doesn’t the 
operator have to be actively engaged in 
providing sexual services to its patrons, or 
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receiving a payment for sexual services? At 
Goliath’s, men meet other men—and if they 
then engage in sexual activity with each other, 
in a room rented from the establishment, they 
do so as consenting adults. They do not 
exchange money with each other or pay 
anything to Goliath’s except the rental of the 
room. No one is paying anyone for sexual 
services. 


As for the common areas of the sauna, 
again, those present are self-identified gay or 
bisexual men and are consenting adults. They 
are also behind the closed doors of an estab- 
lishment, which is clearly not open to the 
general public. Why else would there be a 
lighted sign over the door identifying the place 
as “gay premises”? If any member of the gay 
community, who has paid to enter Goliath’s, 
does not like male nudity, they can choose not 
to patronize the establishment. 


| find it interesting that the police claim to 
have been investigating “anonymous complaints 
from within the gay community”. If this matter 
goes to court, whoever defends those charged 
should have the right to examine the persons 
making the complaints. Anonymous complaints 
are bound to raise the level of distrust of the 
police in the gay community. Personally, | would 
have thought that those complaining in the gay 
community would have gone to the Goliath’s 
management about their issues rather than 
involving the police. 


Oh, yes, and why arrest the minimum wage 
employees handing out towels and condoms? 
When there is chargeable activity at a major 
hotel, why not arrest the desk clerks or the 
cleaning staff if the manager is out of town? 


We have not progressed that far since 
Stonewall—the Goliath’s raid is harassment!

Speak out 
for your right to privacy

As another year has passed by, ! have to pause and wonder if 
pe we're celebrating the arrival of 2003 or 1983. In mid-December, 
a here in Calgary, we took a giant step backward to the days of the 
Le Toronto bathhouse raids in the early ‘80s—a severe case of 
déja vu that seemed ironic, since only several days earlier 
some major breakthroughs in human rights equality 
occurred in the Alberta Legislature. The much-debated Bill 
30 was finally passed, granting a remarkable number of

interdependent 
partners, a 


designation that 

includes same- 
sex couples. At 
the same time, a 
battle for accept- 
ance of same-sex 
healthcare coverage 
was also won. As 
2003 loomed on the 
horizon, it seemed as though we had much to 
celebrate. However, all this changed in the late 
afternoon of December 12, when members of 
the Calgary Police Service Vice unit raided 
Goliath’s Saunatel and laid charges under Section 
210 (1) of the Criminal Code (Keeping a 
Common Bawdy House and Found Without 
Lawful Excuse in a Common Bawdy House). To 
me, it sounds like we’ve travelled back. through 
time to the Klondike Days. 


If the language used in these charges sounds 
archaic, that’s because it is: the law was introduced in 1892 and amended in 1917. Since 
then, it has remained in effect while everything else in society has changed. This is the 
responsibility of our federal government and only pressure on the politicians in Ottawa 
will force a change. As it stands in the meantime, the wording allows any law enforcement 
agency in Canada to use this loosely defined, archaic language as a method of harassment 
to legitimate businesses over 100 years after the law was written. 


Let’s look at what prompted the Goliath’s investigation. Last year, in April, a complaint 
was lodged anonymously by a former Saunatel employee to the Vice unit. Then, in October, 
a Goliath’s customer made a similar complaint. Based on these two complaints, an under- 
cover operation began in October and lasted for two months prior to the raid. To my 
knowledge there is a range of responses available to the police upon receiving a complaint 
and enforcement is only one of several options. If two complaints warrant this kind of

investigation, and given the fact that Goliath’s is fifteen years old, one must assume that 
during the previous fourteen years there were less than two complaints per year—hardly 
a disreputable business given these facts! Also, one has to wonder what portion of the 
Calgary Police Service budget was expended on this two-month activity. | seem to recall 
reading quite recently that the budget request for policing in 2003 was recently cut by City 
Hall; it’s encouraging to know how the money is being used in preventing crime in our 
modern, growing city and all taxpayers should be questioning this appropriation of funding. 
One can only wonder if this was a voluntary assignment for our boys in blue! 


Now, where is the meat to this whole story? It may surprise you that these charges in 
archaic language translate to “explicit sexual acts taking place in a public place”. And herein 
lies the friction. How can a business that charges admission, hands you a white towel and 
a condom and then proceeds to open a locked door for you to gain admission, (with a sign 
on the door—’ Registered Guests Only”) be construed by the Calgary Police’s Vice unit as 
a public place? Also, the neon sign that reads “Gay Premises” would stop most of the 
public from venturing forward to the cash register if homosexual activity were a concern. 
There can be no doubt that, once inside the establishment, any Goliath's customer has a 
“Reasonable Expectation of Privacy” as defined and enjoyed by all Canadians as a basic 
human right. It’s hardly likely that a member of the 
public is accidentally going to wander in off the 
street and gain admittance without knowledge of 
what occurs on the premises. Bathhouses are not 
public places by any definition of the words, 
modern or archaic. 


Back in the early ‘80s, several judges in Ontario 
made a decision to dismiss charges originally laid 
in the Backdoor Bath decision of 1984, by Judge 
Mean of the Ontario District Court. Only those 
who pleaded guilty were actually convicted. For 
the record, the legal definition of a public place is 
as follows: “public place includes any place to 
which the public have access as of right or by 
invitation, express or implied”. Figure that one 
out for yourself! 
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What, then, of the thirteen customers and two 
employees who were hauled off to jail that night? 
Before their day in court, we need to act on their 
behalf and show our unified support, or else our 
own reasonable expectation of privacy will be in 
jeopardy. It’s up to each and every one of us to 

speak out and make clear our objection to this 
invasion of privacy perpetuated on December 12, 2002. Could there possibly be a hidden 
agenda behind these outrageous activities?

Issues aplenty

Some days can turn on a dime and give you your two cents worth in change. 


For instance, this morning, this column was going to be about the fact that the 
Federal Government (that would be our Federal Government, | hasten to remind you) 
appears to have no leg on which to stand, morally or legally, and is still going to defend 
against a class action lawsuit filed on behalf of surviving partners in same-sex relation- 
ships. 


Specifically, they are the surviving partners of same-sex relationships whose partners 
died prior to the government's granting of common-law status to gay couples, a move 
made in accordance with court rulings which said that they had no right to deny gay 
and lesbian couples that status. So, if your partner died the day after the government 
enacted said legislation, you received full survivor benefits from the Canada Pension 
Plan. If your partner died the day before, they’re sorry... but “tough noogies”, as they 
say. 

The court has already told the government that it has no right to withhold that 
money (which is, after all, money that the government was, in effect, holding in trust for 
us), but Chretien and his merry brand of reactionaries figure they can hold on to it and 
use our tax dollars to defend themselves against having to pay it out. 


So that’s what was on my mind when | woke up this morning. 


That was before the mail arrived, specifically a fundraising letter from Egale Canada 
detailing some of the more egregious affronts to gay life in this, Canada’s version of a 
brave new millennium. Among the gems: a new downloadable Internet game called 
“Shoot The Fags”; an “Army of God” that’s engaged in sending threatening messages to 
Egale; and, finally, good ol’ Fred Phelps, a man who continues to disseminate hatred 
against our community on his website and who could still, should he so desire, come 
and go from Canada with impunity because we have no protection under current 
federal hate propaganda laws. (Those would, of course, be the same laws that 
Saskatchewan native leader David Ahenakew is suspected of violating, despite his tearful 
apology, in his bizarre and ugly racist rant against Jews.) 


Enraged by all this, it’s time to think about the news out of Calgary, where they’re 
raiding the baths once again, seemingly determined to prove the truth in that old saying 
that, when it is twelve noon anywhere in the rest of Canada, it’s 1954 in Alberta. 


And, speaking of Calgary, here comes last month’s edition of Outlooks—hey, it can 
take a while during the Christmas rush. It’s got a stunning photo spread on the Gay 
Games, a couple of pages of Christmas shopping tips, an incisive update on Vancouver 
politics and, finally, an angry letter to the editor from B. Wilcox in Sudbury, Ont., that 
leaves me oddly but utterly deflated. 


Mr. Wilcox is angry, it seems. Very Angry.. 


And the objects of his anger appear to be “those who claim to be the leaders in this 
communtiy,’ with their “personal crusade for notoriety” endorsing “gay marriage, 
partner benefits [and] raising a flag at city hall) instead of attacking the “root 
problems,” like “low self-esteem, drug and alcohol abuse, GLBT street youth and an 
altogether too-high suicide rate.” 


Having read and re-read Mr.Wilcox’s letter, there are a few things Id like to raise with 
him, none of which should be construed in any way, as dismissing his concerns. Try 
though | might, | can’t ever recall meeting even one gay or lesbian who labelled his- or 
herself ‘a leader in the gay and lesbian community,” although | have met dozens who | 
would most certainly label as such. 


Community leaders are strange beasts , regardless of the community. They are rarely, 
if ever, elected (at least in a formal sense) and as rarely self-appointed, because nobody 
likes a grandstander. For the most part, community leaders just grow from grassroots 
on up, an inevitable reaction to a group of people coming together to deal with an issue 
or issues. A natural leader emerges. But regardless of how they are made, the most 
important thing is, there are never enough of them. 


What that means, in a very personal sense, is that if there is an issue in the gay 
community that you feel is not being addressed—class action lawsuits, hate propaganda 
legislation, suicide rates, bathhouse raids or even flying the flag at city hall—then get out 
there and address it. And do it with a passion for change. God knows, as this day has 
shown me—and as Mr. Wilcox so eloquently points out—there are always more than 
enough issues to go around. W

A giant matter of privacy

On Dec. 12th, 2002, patrons of Goliath’s Saunatel in Calgary were shocked when the 
Calgary Police Service raided the fifteen-year-old business and arrested all those present in 
the bathhouse portion of the building. Acting on two complaints, one filed by an employee in 
April 2002 and one filed by a customer in October of the same year, the CPS undertook a 
two-month undercover operation to verify the two claims of inappropriate conduct. Satisfied 
their investigation had confirmed that sexual activities were 
occurring in what they considered a public place, the Vice squad 
moved in on Dec. |2th and arrested all staff and patrons in the 
“tubs” section of Goliath’s. Of the thirteen customers arrested, 
ten were reported to be married men. Contrary to widespread 
rumours, none of the people socializing in the separate bar area, 
the Texas Lounge, was arrested. When the raid took place, they 
were asked to settle their bills and vacate the premises; the Texas 
Lounge was later used as a gathering area for those placed under 
arrest. 


According to Joe Houben of the CPS Vice unit, the basis of the 
investigation was the matter of sexual activity in a public place, 
an assertion that has sparked heated debate about what exactly constitutes “public” space in 
a bathhouse. Within twenty-four hours of the raid, community leaders, legal experts and other 
GLBT businesspeople—including other bathhouse owners from across Canada—called to 
express their concerns that the actions of the Calgary Police Service were reminiscent of 
those employed in the sweeping bathhouse raids and closures that took place throughout 
North America in the early 1980s. The incident also received significant media coverage on a 
national scale. Constable Doug Jones, of the Calgary Police Service Cultural Resources 
division and the Gay and Lesbian Police Liaison Committee, also called to stress that he had 
no prior knowledge of the raid and that he feared the incident would sour the positive 
relationship he and the Liaison Committee had established between the Calgary Police 
Service and the community over the years. 
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A few days following the incident, Goliath’s employee Keith Purdy (best known in the 
Calgary community as the co-chair of Pride) toured representatives from Outlooks through 
the still-closed facility for an inspection. The walk-through revealed the thoroughness of the 
Vice unit’s search: locks had been removed from all staff and patron lockers and storage areas; 
locked doors to storage, furnace and utility rooms had been smashed open; and ceiling tiles 
with lighting and smoke detectors in them had been removed. As well, police confiscated 
Goliath’s staff contact sheets, private membership lists, and contractor numbers; surveillance 
and porno videos and all but one small box of condoms were also seized. 


“This is absolutely ridiculous,’ Purdy says of the raid. “They were opening up small one-by- 
three staff storage lockers—for what? To see if people were having sex in them?!” 


The tour of the facility did raise questions about what actually does constitute public space 
within the confines of a gay bathhouse. The layout of Goliath’s Saunatel is maze-like, and 
features a combination of open lounges (one for network televi- 
sion; one for pornography), hourly rental rooms, a steam and 
shower area, two Jacuzzis and a variety of padded vinyl 
banquettes. To enter the facility,a patron must first sign in at the 
front wicket before being buzzed through a locked door labeled 
“Registered Guests Only”. Upon entry, customers are given a 
two-by-four foot white towel, a condom and keys to either a 
small storage locker or private room, whichever is preferred. 
The forward portion of the business is where the snack bar, 
washrooms and network TY lounge are located; Jacuzzis, private 
rooms and the porn video lounge are located deep within the 
lower level of the building. 


“It is outrageous to think that these areas are somehow public,’ Purdy says of Goliath’s 
“common” areas. “People walk past a big neon sign that says ‘Gay Premises’, they pay their 
fee, they get buzzed through a locked door and then except a condom and a towel to wear— 
how could that level of participation possibly make this a public space? And, besides that, the 
police smashed through locked doors,” he continues, ‘if people were having sex in, say,a locked 
storage room, it wouldn't be in a ‘public’ or common area, would it? There’s something more 
to this whole thing than the police are letting on, especially when they said their only concern 
was about sex in a public place.” 


As of press deadline, Goliath’s remained closed, and its owners had returned from Europe 
to face charges. Outlooks will keep its readers notified of any developments in future issues of 
the magazine. W

Wednesday, December 4, 2002. 
With the exception of warmer-than- 
average temperatures, the day began 
just like any other early December 
morning. But by the time it was over, 
vital changes in the policies of the 
Alberta Government and its treat- 
ment toward gays and lesbians across 

the province had occurred. 


Legislative Assembly Bill 30 
received royal assent later that 
afternoon, officially becoming the 
law of the land. The “Adult 
Interdependent Relationships Act” 
amends existing laws to grant valuable legal rights and responsibilities to couples 
living in an interdependent relationship. |In addition to Bill 30, the Alberta Human 
Rights and Citizenship Commission (HRCC) agreed with thirteen gay and lesbian 
couples who accused the province of discriminating against them in healthcare 
coverage. The ruling of the panel forces Alberta Health and Wellness to immedi- 
ately recognize same-sex couples and their children, and to provide health services 
equally to all Albertans regardless of sexual orientation. Both of these developments 
are a significant victory for Alberta’s gay and lesbian community, and align Alberta 
with other moderate provinces in the treatment of gay and lesbian couples.

their same-sex relationship. “They technically refused the money we offered them,” 
Purdy says about the seemingly baffling ordeal. “With a healthcare system that is so 
strapped for money, from what they tell us, it was very odd that they wouldn’t accept 
payment.” The HRCC heard testimony from the complainants against Alberta Health 
and, after studying similar cases in other provinces, it concluded that “the denial by 
Alberta Health and Wellness of family coverage to same-sex couples and their 
children is discrimination.” The panel ordered Alberta Health to immediately cease 
its discriminatory practices and to provide healthcare coverage and services to 
heterosexual and homosexual couples and their children equally. 


Essentially a government organization, the HRCC is an independent agency of the 
government at “arms-length.” Although the government can appeal HRCC decisions, 
it appears highly unlikely in this case. “At the tribunal, the government lawyer did 
not contest any facts at all. That leaves [the government] no room for appeal on this 
particular case,” Purdy says. “It’s nice to have a little closure. It’s for the commu- 
nity at large—it makes society understand that there are same-sex couples here, and 
that they are valued members of society and deserve equality just like anyone else.” 


In addition to the HRCC ruling, Bill 30 received its much-awaited royal assent on 
the final day of the legislature’s fall session. Sponsored by Attorney General and 
Justice Minister Dave Hancock, the bill removes reference to “husband and wife” in 
numerous laws, replacing it with the more inclusive term of interdependent partner. 
But what exactly is an interdependent partner? “It may not be necessarily a same- 
sex partner; it could be two sisters that live in a relationship, in that sense, that are 
interdependent,’ Purdy says. The law affords many rights and responsibilities to 
interdependent partners, such as property rights, inheritance rights, financial 
arrangements and support payments, to name a few. Although the law does not 
affect marriage within the province (in fact the Act’s preamble states yet again that 
marriage is restricted to one man and one woman to the exclusion of all others), it 
takes several important steps towards ensuring equality for same-sex couples. “This 
is definitely setting a precedent and | think this is a very brave move for the govern- 
ment because there are decisions coming down from the Supreme Court saying 
things have to change to be more inclusive,’ Purdy says about the law’s impact. 
“There are a few other issues that are much more controversial. This is a good 
stepping stone to achieve whatever we want to achieve at that time.” 


Both the HRCC decision and Bill 30 are significant developments, and will 
undoubtedly affect all same-sex couples in Alberta. These improvements in same- 
sex equality are truly testament to the dedication and consistent lobbying of the gay 
and lesbian community. “[The successes] resulted from pressure from the commu- 
nity, basically,” Purdy says. “With the human rights cases, the decisions from the 
Court of Queen’s Bench, with the Intestate Succession Act, [the government] 
realized that the [gay] community will [have to be addressed] on every piece,of legis- 
lation when it comes up.” W

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Boys, bars & botox

A stone’s throw from several of Vancouver's 
busiest gay bars and its hottest bathhouse, a 
j walk-in clinic has started selling wrinkle- 

fighting botox treatments. 


Location is everything.

Drawing more inspiration from Wal-Mart 
than Hippocrates, doctors have posted a big 
promotional sign in their storefront 
window—BOTOX Treatments Now 
Available—offering ageing club kids a chance to 
mw buy back their fading youth as easily as 
grabbing some sushi from the take-out shop 

next door. 


Now Available 


The neighborhood botox 
campaign is another sign that 
men who struggled against 
{| homophobia for the past four decades are 

facing a new battle—age discrimination. As the 
Stonewall-era crowd approach their retirement years, some are discovering the equality 
they fought for is not available to old people. 


A sign of the times... 


“The gay community right now is centred on youth. For me and my generation, and 
people [who] are coming up in age, there’s nothing there in the local community in 
Vancouver for older gay people, period,” says fifty-one-year-old Roy Newby. 


That attitude is typical of many older gay men, marginalized by their own community 
and fighting the stereotype of the sexual predator. Interaction between age groups has 
given way to segregation, and every aspect of life is sexualized. Newby says things were 
very different when he was coming out. 


“We mixed, we danced, we socialized, we had a beer and we went for brunch after- 
ward. The sexual thing didn’t cross our minds, because it wasn’t there; it was just gay men 
meeting to have a good time and enjoy themselves,” he says. 


The dysfunctional relationship between generations of gay men was the inspiration for 
Johnny Symons’ 1998 short film Beauty Before Age. pene lectures in documentary film 
at Stanford and San Francisco State, and co- 
produced the Academy Award-nominated Long | 
Night’s Journey Into Day. While running an HIV 
prevention program for gay youth in San 
Francisco, Symons watched what happened to 
young men who came to the gay mecca | 
expecting a warm welcome. 


on 


“Arriving in the Castro, they found they were 
objectified-their sexual attractiveness 
became their primary commodity, 
especially in the eyes of older men,” he 
says. “As a result, many of them turned 
suspicious of older men and their 
motives, and became terrified of aging.” 
On the other hand, older men, fearing they would be seen as predators, often avoided 
interaction with younger ones.

Symons says aging can be particularly difficult for gay men because we have fewer 
milestones to mark the passage of time. 


“Most straight people get married, then become parents, and then grandparents. Each 
stage calls for new roles, with society expecting different things from them. Gay men can’t 
get married and rarely have kids. So we continue to judge ourselves and each other by 
the same criteria throughout our entire lives,” he says. 


Add to that the endless images of the perfect body—and the resulting feelings of inade- 
quacy. 

“When their bodies no longer measure up, they are disregarded. Fifty or sixty-year- 
old men who can no longer ‘compete’...feel rejected, angry, isolated, and forgotten,” 
Symons suggests. It’s odd that, while older gays are shunned, elder heterosexual males are 
commonly viewed as being wise, powerful and worthy of respect. 
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Symons concludes, “Gay culture has not yet created roles that permit men to retain 
their dignity as they age.” 

Community worker Peter Toppings sees the same factors at work in Vancouver. 
Sooner or later, gay men start to notice that no one is noticing them. 


“The thing that we hear a lot about is the question of invisibility, that people after a 
certain age become invisible,” says Toppings. This can be devastating for men who derive 
self worth from cruising and who are preoccupied with sexual thoughts. 


Toppings, who screened Symons’ film at a recent public forum on ageism in Vancouver's 
Davie Village, says physical and emotional problems often result from our efforts to turn 
back time. 


“We're seeing a lot of gay men experiencing challenges around body image,” he says. 
“It’s resulting in steroid abuse. It’s resulting in eating disorders and exercise compulsions.” 


But challenging the myth of the perfect body is almost impossible given our love for 
beauty, glamour, flirting and seduction. “It takes a lot of strength of character to be able 
to do that...in a society that’s bombarding us with images that aren’t supporting our own 
ageing process; it’s really hard to do that in a community that isn’t supporting us,” Toppings 
offers. 


Symons agrees that change has to start at home. “We need to stop blaming straight 
people, and look at how gay cultural values can oppress us—and then look for creative, 
collective ways to make the queer community more supportive of our diversity.” 


Cultural pressure to stay young is pervasive. In a recent episode of Will & Grace, Will 
tries botox treatments after he’s told he’s too old to wear a tank top.Will, played by actor 
Eric McCormack, is in his early thirties, slim, toned, wrinkle-free. If he needs botox, what 
hope is there for the rest of us? 


“That’s absolutely absurd,” says Toppings. “It’s funny on one level, but on another level 
| was quite shocked to see them responding that way,’. 


“We do carry the responsibility to ourselves and to others to say enough is enough,” 
he adds.

YOUTH 


Bridging the generation gap 


“Human beings, who are almost unique in having the ability to learn from the 
experience of others, are also remarkable for their apparent disinclination to do so,” 
complains renowned author Douglas Adams. It appears that Adams was referring 
specifically to the gay community, where many gay youth are noticeably alienated 
from their older counterparts. This barrier is understandably caused by generational 
differences, but is highly unfortunate because of the incredible amount of knowledge 
and experience present within our community. Much of the fascinating history of our 
community is not known or appreciated as the result of apathy among gay youth. 


But don’t despair, this isn’t History 101. Knowledge and experience are not simply 
dry and boring facts—they form the basis for valuable advice and insight into many 
situations. Consider the last time you took advice from someone to heart. Why did 
you take this advice seriously? Chances are that the person who provided the advice 
had experienced a similar situation and could offer a helpful first-hand experience. 
In fact, many professions such as psychologists, lawyers and doctors provide advice 
from their experience-based knowledge. In the same way, older members of the gay 
community have a terrific breadth of knowledge about many of the issues with which 
gay youth struggle. 


Veterans of the community have a lot to offer gay youth, and are typically willing 
to discuss their experiences. It is important to realize that gay people have many 
similar experiences, regardless of age. There are common concerns about parents, 
relationships, jobs and work-related situations, and the progression of gay rights. 
Some gay men may even work in a specific career that you are interested in pursuing. 
These men can become role models who can help you achieve your goals by 
providing valuable insight into the workplace dynamics, especially when it comes to 
issues of sexuality. As the cliché goes, there is no sense reinventing the wheel and 
learning everything over from scratch. Just imagine: if different generations within 
the gay community ceased to communicate, the community as a whole would never 
progress. Existing knowledge would have to be relearned by each new generation of 
gay youth. As in most things in life, wisdom is fundamentally built upon cumulative 
knowledge. 


How does one go about obtaining valuable knowledge from the community? The 
process essentially begins with community involvement. Make a New Year’s resolu- 
tion to become active in one area of the community where you will have thé oppor- 
tunity to meet others. This could include becoming involved in your city’s annual 
Pride celebration, or joining a sports or recreational group, such as Calgary’s Apollo 
sporting club (http://www.apollocalgary.com/). The Apollo group organizes 
seasonal activities such as golf, volleyball, curling, ski trips, and mountain hikes. These 
events not only provide great entertainment, they also serve as an excellent 
networking opportunity to meet gay men from all walks of life. 


Many gay men have valuable knowledge and experience pertaining to a wide 
variety of sexuality issues. They have overcome their own struggles and have 
advocated advancements in the gay movement. In fact, the rights and privileges that 
we currently enjoy in Canada have been the result of much governmental lobbying 
and hard work. These efforts risk being eroded unless the generation gap is bridged. 
It is easy for young people to take the current state of affairs for granted; however, 
we need to appreciate those who got us here and continue to seek improvements in 
the future. American writer Robert Heinlein sums it up well by writing, “A genera- 
tion which ignores history has no past and no future.”

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Dating 101

With a New Year comes a desire to change one's life for 
the better. And starting this month in Winnipeg comes an 
opportunity for the lovelorn and unattached to enroll in 
Gay Men’s Dating 101. Finding Mr. Right in 2003 is a worthy 
pursuit if you're still unattached. 


| The course is being offered by the Rainbow Resource 

‘| Centre and provides six Wednesday evening sessions 

running from 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. The cost is $50 for six 

lectures and there is room for up to ten participants, with 
proceeds going to help support the centre. 


Certified massage therapist Tim Evans is 
teaching the course, which was originally devised 
by former Calgary educator Ron Butterfield (who 
is now in the Far East). Instructor Evans says he 
| spent twelve years dating before finding the right 

man for a longterm relationship, and feels that dating is

actually getting much harder. 


“There are hundreds of horror stories out there, but the bottom line is that today, people 
are more and more stressed out and anxious,” he says. “One local doctor did a study here a 
few years back and found seventy-eight percent of gay men were living on sleeping pills, 
tranquilizers and other drugs or alcohol. The irony is that the gay community is more and 
more liberated and sex is certainly widely available, but it’s more difficult than ever to form 
deep, meaningful attachments.” 


The six-part course begins with flipcharts and is designed to clarify terms used in the gay 
world. Evans seeks both positive and negative feedback when he writes up critical words such 
as homo, queer and fag: “The feedback helps us form concrete concepts so we know what 
these terms mean,” he says. “After that, we discuss the emotional anorexia of gay men and 
the way they cope with stress and anxiety. We look at ways to live with decorum and decency 
within the global community.’ 


He says one-night stands are readily available, but the dating course is about much deeper 
issues. After session one, which is designed to get people thinking, participants take home a 
form to fill out and mail back to the instructor. It’s designed to find out who they are, what 
they want, what their goals are and where they're at. On a scale of one to ten, with ten being 
high, they are asked to indicate their experience and comfort levels with kissing, erotica and 
many issues. Self-understanding is key. 


Session two deals with narcissistic myths that help paralyse gay men in pursuit of healthy, 
happy relationships. Topics include advertising and the body beautiful; ageism; sexual endow- 
ment and so on. Evans tries to explain how these obsessions can adversely affect healthy 
relationships and dating. 


In week three, dating students are taught how to be proactive in letting others know they 
find them attractive. Says Evans, “Some gay men can be outrageously forward and some can 
be cold and silent and withdrawn. We look at introductions and first and second dates, as well 
as considering meeting places other than the bar.” 


This session also looks at strategies for finding future soulmates and lovers, as well as the 
possibilities and pitfalls of dating via the Internet. Students are asked to write and design a 
personal advertisement honestly listing what they seek and what they offer. “We will discuss 
various places to advertise and to meet,” Evans says. “That will include a discussion of Internet 
safety and places that are definitely risky. We will cover the Y, the baths, bars and meeting 
possible dates through friends or organizations we might belong to.” 


In session four, those seeking healthy partnerships will look at a smorgasbord of possible 
relationships, ranging from one-night stands and f***buddies to monogamy, open marriages, 
living together (or apart) and polyamory. “The latter is where three to five guys commit to 
long-term relationships together and remain exclusive to each other. It seems to be the latest 
thing,’ Evans explains. 


The pros and cons of each arrangement will be examined and the session will focus on the 
qualities being sought in a partner, plus personal qualities they believe they have to offer. They 
also look at non-verbal comfort levels—whether they are content with non-sexual contact, 
hugging, fellatio, non-penetrative sex such as masturbation, or full anal intercourse. “This is 
designed to make them think about what their comfort level is in the way of non-verbal 
communication,” says Evans. 


He says some gay men have very particular, perfectionist expectations of future partners, 
including height, eye colour, hair colour, penis size, health status and minimum expected 
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income. “Their requirements can be very rigid and strict, whereas others may be ‘easy’ or ‘lax’ 
and never really have thought about it very deeply,’ he says. Some may be too demanding 
while others may lack any standards, so we get them to think about that.” 


Being too sloppy with requirements in a partner might label you as Mr. Slut or Mr. Easy, but 
Evans points out that has its own drawbacks. “If you will sleep with anyone ‘til Mr. Right comes 
along, you have to consider what that will do to your reputation in the community and to your 
chances of finding a truly compatible partner.’ 


The course takes no moral or judgmental position, though Evans himself is a believer in 
monogamy and fidelity. His task is to allow open discussion and thinking on all forms of gay 
relationships, since everyone's needs vary. 


In session five (the course runs January |5 through February 19) the legal aspects of being 
in a gay relationship in Manitoba will be examined, with a look at property rights, adoption 
rights, spousal support and legislation affecting gay rights. 


The final session on Feb. 19 offers tips on what to do while waiting for Mr. Right to appear 
from the mists. It also looks at six stages in gay men’s relationships, including the first stage of 
blending, then nesting, followed by collaborating, adapting and finally closeness, recommitment 
and interdependency. It will also look at things that can go wrong and how to tell when a 
relationship is on the rocks. Included is a look at violence, dishonesty, affairs and the right and 
wrong ways to call it quits. 


Evans had immediate interest when the course was announced and it starts January 15. “If 
people in other centres are interested | would be happy to make arrangements to bring it to 
them,’ he adds. W

It may not seem like a big 
deal to some, but | figured the 
recent Mr. Leatherman Toronto Weekend was a great chance for me to step outside 
my box (pardon the cliché). | marked the Victory Ball in my calendar and circled the 
date in red pen. With friends or on my own, |! was going to go to the event. 


My decision to go to the Leather Ball was more than just an excuse to party, as 
the net proceeds from the event went to the HIV and AIDS Legal Clinic in Ontario, 
which last year provided legal services to over 2,300 clients. It’s a weekend designed 
to give back to the community, to celebrate all that is leather and, of course, to name 
a new Mr. Leatherman Toronto. 


The event promoters say the weekend is one of Canada’s largest leather gather- 
ings and one of the most popular leather weekends in North America. Simply 
stated, it means a whole lot of cowhide-toting men converging on Toronto. It also 
means a great chance to get a glimpse of the leather community. After all, the 
leather community had only existed as a big question mark in my mind. What 
exactly goes on at a leather ball? It may have not been my scene, but | thought it 
certainly deserved my undivided attention, if only this once. 


| picked up a copy of the souvenir guides to get a sense of what to expect. Along 
with the Leather Ball, there was also a leather market with leather/fetish apparel and 
S/M educational workshops. The guide even had a letter of support from the city’s 
mayor, Mel Lastman. | thought to myself: If T.0’s spunky little mayor is putting his 
endorsement behind this event then what the heck do | have to fear? Actually, that’s a 
bad example, but you catch my drift. | have to admit | was pretty excited. 


| ran the idea by my friends. They initially laughed, assuming | was just joking, but 
they soon realized | was serious. With a little convincing (I had to twist their rubber 
arms) they were intrigued. We all decided to give it a go. Our initial concerns were 
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_ just as superficial as you’d expect—what 


were we going to wear? The only leather | | \ 
jacket and a few pairs of shoes. 

| called around trying to track down a piece of 
leather anything that | could wear to the ball. 
Numerous e-mails and phone calls went out to 
friends with the hope that one of them had a 
leather vest or a pair of chaps kicking around, but this isn’t Calgary and ihe best | 
could muster was a dog collar. That, 1 decided, wasn’t quite what | had in mind. ’'m 
sure | have some kink in me, but my name’s not “Spot”. 


In the end, ! borrowed a black vinyl jacket from a friend. I’d later come to realize 
it was a stupid decision, like wearing all-black in the Sahara Desert, but luckily, sweat 
is considered sexy at a leather event. | finished my look with a black tank top and 
a leather armband—which saved me when the vinyl nearly killed me. It was a simple 
yet daring outfit for a man who would rather skip Le Chateau to head for the 
nearest Club Monaco. 


On a chilly Saturday night in December, five friends and | made our way to the 
Docks, an entertainment complex in the wasteland of Toronto’s harbour. We all 
appeared in various degrees of leather and shared a few laughs with—and at—each 
other. | had to help one friend into his leather shirt because it was so tight, but 
that’s another article. Let’s just say Victorian women had nothing on him! — 


| have to say | was initially shocked. Not by the outfits worn by the people in 
attendance, but more by the sheer numbers. The dance floor was packed. The smell 
of leather seemed to permeate the room. You could cut the sexual tension in the 
air with a knife. | knew early on that this was going to be the unconventional experi- 
ence I’d hoped for. 


In the coat check line, | met Glenn, a man with a warm smile and tremendous body 
draped in a harness and clinging chaps. | felt 
like a bit of a knob when I told him it was my | 
“first time” (I just felt so silly saying it). But 
without a second thought he looked at my | 
armband and smiling, said, “That's how |} 
started, with just an armband, and now look 
at me. You're going to have a great time.” 
Already | could see the appeal of the scene. 


Here was a group of people not apolo 
gizing for who or what they are and taking 
pride in their community because they've had } 
to fight against misconceptions from inside | 
and outside of the gay community. And, for 
me at least, | found that 
intriguing. My interactions with 
the promoters before the event 
I'd say were welcoming yet 
protective. | got the sense they 
wanted to make sure the event 
was covered fairly—and that’s fair enough—l 
wasn’t there to make fun of anybody.

And there were some shocking moments; not earth-shattering by any means, but 
seeing someone dominated for the first time is quite an experience. Keeping an 
open mind was key to having a good time—and that’s exactly what happened. | saw 
many things I’d never seen before and there were certain continued opposite 
lessons | learned that night. First, | had my armband on 
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continued opposite the wrong side (yes, it does make a difference). Second, 
real leathermen don’t wear fragrances (| was thankful I’d 
forgotten to). And third, the leather scene isn’t about fashion, it’s about the attitude. 


So all the time spent finding the right outfit was pointless. Actually that’s not 
entirely true: my clothes did help me get the right attitude for the evening, and that 
was important. 


| learned it’s okay to be a “tourist” or “novice” if you show respect. The 
event’s’website makes the point: “Any act of kindness will be noted, any act of 
unkindness doubly so. Be a jerk once and every time you go out for the next year 
the word will be out about it, ready to be repeated to the guy you've really wanted 
to meet when he asks ‘who’s that?’ to his friends.” 


| also discovered | find the smell of leather kind of sexy. The smelly sweat 
thing—not so much. 


It was a great time. The only low point was when we were stuck out in the middle 
of nowhere at four in the morning, drenched with sweat, with no cab or shuttle bus 
in sight. The fact that security wouldn’t let us wait under the heaters was almost 
insulting. We all froze—and that damn vinyl jacket is going in the garbage. As my 
teeth chattered away | looked at some of the men standing in the frigid air, butts as 
naked as could be, and realized | wasn’t the man | thought | was. 


| don’t know if I'll go to another leather event; I'll play that one by ear. One thing 
is certain, that | achieved my “resolution” to remain open to new experiences. |’m 
just thankful | didn’t wait until New Year’s Day to do it. Thinking of trying something 
new? Now is your chance because trying something new is never a joke. W
